Only  four  days  remained  before  the  big 
Christmas  Football  Game  between  the  Univer- 
sities of  Langston  and  Compton. 

Both  teams  had  been  practicing  faithfully  on 
their  respective  Campuses  for  the  past  three 
months.  At  Compton  everything  was  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily;  there  had  been  but  few 
accidents  during  the  season,  and  the  men  play- 
ed a  swift,  hard  game.  The  whole  college  felt 
confident  of  adding  another  victory  to  their 
long  1  ist  of  the  past  ten  years. 

They  did  not  see,  however,  the  determina- 
tion that  was  plainly  stamped  on  the  faces  of 
the  coach,  the  football  squad,  and  the  whole 
college  at  Langston.  This  year  the  manage- 
ment had  selected  the  best  coach  to  be  obtain- 
ed—  "Slippery"  Thomas.

But  the  two  steadily  pursued  their  way 
down  to  the  bank  of  the  stream,  and  far  across 
the  bay  to  their  own  tribal  haunts  and  home. 
And  Luaswansee  felt  only  the  love  of  the 
Christ-child  in  her  heart  She  felt  that  the 
blessed  gift  which  she  had  received  she  must 
now  bestow  upon  her  father  and  his  people.

Time  passed,  and  in  1829  we  see  another 
Christmas  morn.  These  years  had  been  the 
most  prosperous  of  all  for  the  Missions.  The 
traveler  could  always  find  ready  welcome  at 
their  doors,  and  Mission  hospitality  was  known 
throughout  all  the  land.  They  had  been 
supreme.  Father  Serra  had  died  in  1794  leav- 
ing as  he  thought,  his  work  secure.  A  hero  he 
was  of  his  faith,  and  he  represents  to  us  the 
effort  to  plant  in  a  new  land  of  the  New  World, 
a  system  that  had  failed  in  the  Old.  His  work 
was  romantic,  picturesque  and  for  a  time  suc- 
cessful, but  it  could  never  be  enduring.  As 
the  Christmas  sun  looked  down,  it  saw  scat- 
tered here  and  there  the  white  settlers  making 
merry  on  the  birthday  of  the  Christ.  As  the 
Christmas  sun  looked  down  upon  the  crum- 
bling walls,  the  cracked  bells  and  broken 
arches  of  the  Missions,  it  saw  not  symbols  of 
death,  but  symbols  of  a  new  and  larger  life, 
that  must  look  forward  to  the  coming  centuries 
with  hope,  and  not  back,  even  to  a  golden  age 
of  pastoral  peace. 

You  ask  for  Miske  Mumma  and  his  daugh- 
ter? The  tribe  of  Yukians  has  been  conquered 
by  the  fierce  Opawahs,  and  the  Yukians  are 
no  more.  A  few  stragglers  are  left  far  up  the 
coast  and  their  fathers  have  told  them  the  story 
of  Miske  Mumma  and  his  daughter.  They  will 
tell  you  of  the  "Spirit  Luaswansie,"  for  they 
think  of  her  as  such  because  she  was  good,  and 
taught  her  father  the  faith  of  the  padres. 

Should  you  ask  them  where  is  Luaswansee 
they  would  tell  you  on  the  mountain — on  the 
top  of  smoky  mountain — on  the  top  of  Tamal- 


pais.  For  they  say  it  is  she  who  lies  there 
outstretched  in  peace  and  her  sou!  is  with  the 
Gilche  Manito.  She  is  called  the  sleeping 
maiden  of  the  Mount,  and  she  slumbers  kissed 
by  the  rains  of  heaven,  and  whispered  to  by 
the  west  wind  of  the  sea.  The  clouds  hover 
round  her,  and  the  north  wind  beats  upon  her, 
but  she  does  not  notice  as  Mother  Earth  has 

claimed  the  sleeping  maiden  to  herself.

Today  we  see  another  Christmas  vision  be- 
fore us  in  this  same  country.  Old  Dolores 
crumbled  to  ruins,  is  almost  hidden  by  the 
throbbing  city  that  surrounds  it.  The  valley 
of  the  Yukians  is  surrounded  with  homes 
throughout  its  green,  and  the  children  climb 
the  mount  for  redberries,  and  are  gay  with  the 
Christmastide.  All  the  valleys  and  plains 
echo  with  the  happy  Christmastide,  but  the 
sleeper  on  the  Mount  slumbers  on,  unheedful 
of  the  busy  world 

Everywhere  is  told  and  sung  the  old  story, 
which  is  ever  new  of  the  Christ  child,  and 
everywhere  is  heard  the  joyous  Cbristmas 
carols  and  chants. 

The  Christmas  morn  breaks  here  as  on  all 
people  of  all  lands,  bringing  with  it  the  joyous

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EDITORIAL 


Once  again  Christmas  has  come  around  to 
us  in  the  cycle  of  the  years.  And  its  occasion 
seems  to  bring  out  more  than  ever  before  the 
spirit  ot  "  Peace  on  earth,  good  will  toward 
men."  The  day  itself  is  now  become  our  one 
national  festival,  more  wide-spread  and  more 
carefully  kept  as  time  goes  on.

Probably  the  most  commonly  accepted  ex- 
pression of  Christmas  is  the  spirit  of  giving 
which  is  abroad  on  that  day.

The  true 
thought  embodies  the  idea  that  there  is  as 
much  joy  in  giving  another  something  that 
he  will  value  or  appreciate  as  there  is 
in  being  remembered  in  the  same  way  by 
your  friends.  A  small  gift  with  which  love 
goes  is  often  more  Christmas-like  than  a  more 
expensive  one  carelessly  chosen  and  given.

And  after  all  this  season  of  pleasure  and 
with  the  ending  of  the  holidays,  comes  the 
new  year  with  its  hopes,  its  good  resolutions 
and  its  promises  of  future  fulfillment.  With 
it  will  open  a  new  century  which  bids  fair  to 
be  the  greatest  and  most  wonderful  the  world 
has  ever  seen.

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The  football  team  of  the  Berkeley  High  has 
been  the  only  one  to  bring  any  glory  to  the 
school  during  the  past  term.  Although  but 
four  of  the  old  players  returned,  the  strongest 
eleven  that  ever  wore  the  crimson  and  gold  was 
produced.  Many  reasons  for  our  success  on  the 
gridiron  can  be  pointed  out.  By  a  happy  coin- 
cidence a  number  of  brilliant  players  from 
other  schools  entered  the  B.  H.  S.,  and  besides 
we  had  several  of  our  old  veterans  back.  The 
team  was  lucky  in  obtaining  the  services  of 
coaches  who  developed  excellent  team  work. 
The  boys  were  faithful  workers  and  trained 
haid  during  the  long  season.  A  team  composed 
of  such  players  could  not  fail  to  be  successful. 

The  support  given  to  the  eleven  by  the 
members  of  the  school  was  also  a  leading 
factor  in  its  success.  At  all  the  games 
played  the  B.  H.  S.  was  represented  by  a  large 
crowd  on  the  bleachers,  and  the  rooters  did  some 
spirited  yelling  to  encourage  the  players.  For 
the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  High  School 
enough  boys  came  out  to  form  a  second  eleven. 
The  regular  team  was  aided  materially  by 


practicing  against  them.  This  example  of  spirit 
deserves  much  credit,  as  little  glory  and  many 
hard  knocks  were  the  lot  of  the  second  team. 

The  track  team  simply  repeated  the  history 
of  the  one  before.  With  but  half  a  dozen  men 
seriously  trying  for  the  team  the  result  could 
n  t  be  otherwise.  In  the  last  two  field  days 
we  have  scored  but  twenty  points,  and  it  is 
time  for  the  High  School  to  wake  up  arid  do 
something  to  retrieve  itself  on  the  track  and 
field.  In  the  spring  field  day  the  B.  H.  S. 
should  make  a  better  showing.  There  is  plenty 
of  material  in  the  school,  and  if  the  boys 
would  come  out  and  train  properly  we  would 
soon  be  at  the  head  of  the  league.  The  return 
of  Joe  Hartley  will  strengthen  the  track  team 
next  term,  as  well  as  the  baseball  nine.  The 
loss  of  the  veteran  athlete,  Charley  Volz,  who 
will  be  unable  to  enter  the  spring  meet,  will  be 
a  most  severe  blow.  He  has  represented  the 
High  School  in  man}-  field-day  contests  and 
was  always  sure  of  a  place  in  his  event. 

The  League  pennant  in  baseball,  which 
should  have  rightly  come  to  the  B.  H.  S.  last 
year,  will  surely  be  captured  this  spring.  Five 
of  the  old  nine  are  still  in  the  school,  the  bat- 
tery— R.  Boettiger  and  Plummer — and  three 
crack  players,  U.  Boettiger,  J.  Hartley  and

Monson.  Among  those  who  will  try  tor  the 
team  are  Tufts,  Stahle,  Saeltzer,  Bancroft,  G. 
Warren,  McQuesten,  Beecher  and  Nelson. 
From  the  abundance  of  good  material  Captain 
R.  Boettiger  expects  to  pick  a  star  nine.  Prac- 
tice will  begin  on  the  diamond  immediately 
after  the  holidays.  The  school  should  get  be- 
hind the  baseball  players  as  it  did  the  football 
team.  There  should  be  two  nines  on  the  base- 
ball field,  as  there  were  two  elevens  on  the 
gridiron. 

Much  activity  has  lately  been  shown  among 
the  tennis  players  of  the  B.  H.  S.,  due  in  great 
part  to  the  interest  show  n  in  the  sport  by  sev- 
eral members  of  the  faculty.    A  team  will 

probably  be  entered  in  the  A.  A.  L.  tourna- 
ment. 

The  finances  of  the  Athletic  Association 


have  been  kept  in  a  most  healthy  condition 
during  the  past  term.  The  demands  of  the 
collector  for  his  monthly  dime  from  each  mem- 
ber have  been  responded  to  by  more  alacrity 
than  ever  before. 

The  following  officers  have  been  elected  by 
the  association  for  the  next  term:  President, 
O.  Boettiger;  Vice-President,  D.  Hickey;  Sec- 
retary, Wickson;  Treasurer,  Mr.  James;  Ser- 
geant-at-Arms,  Wrampelmeier.  Bert  Chaplin 
was  elected  Track  Captain  and  Wilder  Track 
Manager  unanimously.  The  baseball  captain- 
ship went  to  R.  Boettiger,  and  Cavalier  beat 
Solinsky  out  for  manager  in  a  close  contest. 
With  these  men  in  charge  the  High  School  may 
rest  assured  that  its  interests  will  be  well 
looked  after  in  all  branches  of  sport. 


TRACK  TEAM — ?ALL  OF  I9OO. 
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The  history  of 
the  track  team 
for  the  autumn 
season  of  1900 
has  not  shone 
forth  with  any 
great  brilliance. 
That  the  High 
School  should 
have  accom- 
plished much 
more  than  it  did 
is  impressed  up- 
on all  our  minds, 
but  we  can  look 
back  at  the  past 
record  of  defeats 
only  with  regret. 
Victories  can 
only  be  won  by 
the  unflinching 
spirit  and  untir- 
ing work  of  the  school,  and  until  they  display 
more  enthusiasm  in  regard  to  track  and  field 
affairs,  defeats  will  continue  to  be  our  lot.  The 
B.  H.  S.  has  much  to  contend  with  in  this 
branch  of  sport.  Against  it  are  sent  the  best 
athletes  in  California,  and  the  full  strength  of 
the  school  is  needed  to  win  a  contest  on  the 
oval. 

The  track  team  of  last  autumn  was  sadly 
crippled  by  the  loss  of  old  and  experienced 
athletes,  and  new  men  had  to  be  trained  to  fill 
their  places.  These,  of  course,  could  not  be 
fully  developed  in  a  few  months,  although 
much  was  accomplished  in  the  short  time 

The  team  entered  two  interscholastic  field 
days,  the  Bay  Counties  and  Academic,  and  in 


the  first  one  the  B.  H.  S.  made  its  best  show- 
ing. There  the  contest  lay  almost  entirely 
between  Berkeley  and  Oakland,  and  we  were 
finally  beaten  out  by  a  score  of  74  to  57.  The 
result  of  the  field  day  was  in  reality  much 
closer  than  the  score  would  seem  to  indicate. 
First  places  were  taken  by  R.  Boettiger,  Chap- 
lin, Volz  and  Hickey;  seconds  by  Needham, 
O.  Boettiger  and  Chaplin;  thirds  by  O.  Boet- 
tiger, Volz,  Hawley,  Finn,  Chaplin,  Harrison, 
Hickey,  Wrampelmeier  and  Nelson. 

At  the  Academic  League  meet  our  team  was 
clearly  outclassed.  Wrampelmeier  and  R.  Boet- 
tiger won  silver  medals  in  the  half  mile  and 
low  hurdles,  respectively.  Volz,  whose  atten- 
tion had  been  given  to  football,  won  third  in  the 
shot  put  without  training.  1  he  relay  team 
came  in  second,  completing  our  scoring  for  the 
day. 

Wrampelmeier  deserves  great  credit  for  his 
performance  in  his  event,  as  he  is  not  an  ex- 
perienced athlete.  His  development  as  a  dis- 
tance man  has  been  steady,  and  he  is  in  the 

way  to  win  many  first-place  medals  before  he 
graduates. 

R.  Boettiger  as  captain  proved  a  most  wise 
choice  on  the  part  of  the  school.  He  tried  the 
hurdles  for  the  first  time  this  year,  showing  his 
all-around  excellence  as  an  athlete  by  gaining 
second  place.  Charley  Volz  had  the  misfortune 
to  be  entered  against  two  phenomenal  weight- 
throwers  in  his  event,  but  he  made  third  place 
despite  his  lack  of  condition.  Chaplin  failed 
to  do  as  well  as  was  expected  in  this  field  day, 
due  probably  to  overtraining.  The  remainder 
of  the  team  for  the  most  part  entered  their  first 
contest,  and  consequently  could  not  be  relied 
upon  as  point  winners.  Next  spring  these 
athletes,  with  the  school  behind  them,  should 
carry  the  banner  of  our  school  to  victory. 
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No  more  to  the  gridiron  we  go  each  day, 
For  football  time  has  passed  away. 
Nothing  to  do  but  to  tell  of  the  past, 
Of  the  glorious  season  gone  so  fast.

The  success  of  our  football  team  during  the  sea- 
son of  1900  was  most  remarkable.

The  championship  of  the  Central  Sub- 
League,  second  place  in  the  A.  A.  L.  series,  and  a 
crushing  defeat  administered  to  Oakland,  form  an

High.  In  all  Berkeley  played  ten  games  besides 
winning  four  by  default.  Of  these  we  won  three, 
lost  three  and  played  four  tie  games.  A  summary 
of  the  games  played  may  prove  of  inter ?st.  Our 
eleven  first  met  Boone's  in  a  short  practice  game 
resulting  in  no  score  for  either  side.  Then  we  played 
Oakland  and  easily  won  by  a  score  of  17  to  o.  In  a 
practice  game  with  Lick,  one  of  the  strongest  elevens 
in  the  League,  our  boys  experienced  their  first 
defeat  by  a  score  of  6  to  o,  large!  /  owing  to  the  fact 
that  several  of  the  regular 
players  were  kept  out  of  the 
game  because  of  injuries. 

Our  next  contest  was  with 
Boone's  eleven  which  bad  pre- 
viously been  considered  the 
best  on  this  side  of  the  bay. 
The  B.  H.  S.  team  played  the 
hardest  kind  of  football,  and 
neither  side  was  able  to  score. 
Great  was  the  surprise  of 
every  one  when  Berkeley 
defeated  Boone's  by  a  score  of 
17  to  6  in  the  game  playing 
off  the  tie.    The  improvement

in  team  work  was  responsible  for  this  score, 
The  two  contests  with  the  heavy  California 
Freshmen  eleven  were  excellent 
practice,  and  the  scores  were 
very  creditable  to  the  B.  H.  S. 
Our  team  were  kept  from 
adding  another  scalp  to  their 
belts  by  the  default  of  Ander- 
son's Military  Academy.  The 
B,  H.  S.  next  met  the  Napa 
High  School  at  Napa,  and  after 
a  hotly  contested  game  the 
score  stood  o  to  o. 

On  our  record  of  victories 
for  this  season,  the  over- 
whelming defeat  of  Oakland  stands  forth  pre- 
eminent. 

Never  has  the  blue  been  so  thoroughly  crushed 
on  the  gridiron.  Our  team  walked  through 
the  Oakland  eleven  rolling  up  a  score  of  41  to 
o  against  them.  The  B.  H.  S.  won  from  Ala- 
meda by  default  Our  eleven  was  now- 
scheduled  to  play  with  Belmont  the  semi-final 
game  of  the  A.  A.  L.  series.  But  Belmont 
defaulted  to  us,  thereby  qualifying  our  team 
to  contest  the  championship  of  the  A.  A.  L. 
with  Lowell  High. 

The  final  game  with  Lowell  was  a  sensational 
contest,  and  both  teams  played  the  best  quality 
of  football.  In  the  first  half  Berkeley  scored 
five  points  on  a  beautiful  goal  from  the  field  by 
Volz.  In  the  second  half  Lowell  made  a  touch- 
down after  a  long  run  of  thirty  yards,  and 
kicked  the  goal,  bringing  their  score  up  to  six 
points.  Thus  we  lost  the  championship  of  the 
A.  A.  L. 

This  ended  the  season  for  Berkeley,  although 
there  still  remained  a  game  to  be  played  with 
Boone's  for  J.  Cohn  &  Co.'s  trophy.  Boone's 
kindly  defeated  us,  and  the  High  School  became 
the  owner  of  the  handsome  silver  cup,  a  cut  of 
which  may  be  seen  in  another  part  of  this 
issue. 

The  spirit  and  dash  of  the  members  of  this 
season's  eleven  has  not  been  equaled  by  any 


team  ever  before  turned  out  by  the  B.  H.  S. 
Captain  Parker  put  up  a  strong  game  at  tackle 
during  the  entire  season.  Saeltzer's  work  at 
half-back  was  brilliant,  and  he  could  always 
be  relied  on  for  a  gain.  He  had  a  faculty  for 
eluding  tacklers,  and  in  spite  of  his  light  weight 
was  a  very  hard  man  to  down.  Volz  at  half- 
back was  a  fierce  line  tackier,  and  in  this  his 
great  strength  aided  him  much.  His  punting 
in  the  Lowell  game  was  equal  to  any  seen  on 
the  University  gridiron,  and  his  goal  from  the 
field  wen  him  great  distinction.  Bush  at  left 
half  was  an  exc  ellent  defensive  back.  He  was- 
finally  placed  at  end  an  the  defensive,  where  a 
sure  tackier  was  needed  Solinsky,  the  husky 
little  quarter,  proved  an  efficient  general  on  the 
field,  and  his  passing  was  very  accurate,  but 
few  fumbles  being  recorded  against  him. 

The  playing  of  McQuesten  at  left  end  was 
far  above  that  nf  any  one  who  opposed  him 
during  the  season.  He  was  down  the  field  fast 
on  kicks,  and  in  carrying  the  ball  proved  that 
he  would  have  also  made  a  good  half-back. 
Demeritt  on  the  other  end  was  also  a  star  per- 
former.   When  on  the  defense  he  threw  him- 
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self  into  the  plays  in  fine  style.  Fish,  who 
played  guard  at  Belmont  for  a 
season,  played  left  tackle  for 
the  B.  H.  S.  He  strengthened 
the  line  to  no  little  extent. 
Plummer  and  Lamb  were  ag- 
gressive guards  and  easily  held 
their  places  against  all  oppo- 
nents. Macoy  at  center  was 
a  most  steady  player.  In  a 
scrimmage  he  was  always 
found  at  the  bottom  of  the 
pile,  and  often  he  was  down 
on  kicks  and  caught  the  man 
before  the  ends  could  reach 
him. 

d.  saeltzer.  Linscott  and  Stahle,  substi- 
tute half-backs,  did  very  creditable  work  when 


given  the  chance.  Cavalier,  sub.  quarter, 
might  possibly  have  made  the  team  if  his  ill- 
ness had  not  handicapped  him.  Ray  Pond 
also  deserves  honorable  mention.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  season  his  knee  was  so  seriously 
injured  as  to  keep  him  out  of  football. 

Leslie  Symmes  and  Ralph  Saeltzer,  the 
coaches  of  the  B.  H.  S.  team,  did  more  than 
anybody  else  to  help  the  eleven  alon2,  and  de 
serve  the  thank"  of  the  whole  school. 

Manager  Boettiger  ably  managed  the  team 
and  made  the  season  very  successful  financially. 
He  announces  that  the  team  will  journey  to 
the  Capitol  City  to  play  the  Sacramento  High 
School  on  Christmay  Day. 

Will  Kelly,  'oi. 
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The  past  term  has  been  one  of  the  most 
prosperous  in  the  history  of  the  Forum.  The 
attendance,  on  the  whole,  has  been  good  and 
unusual  interest  has  been  taken  in  the  affairs 
of  the  society  by  outsiders  as  well  as  by  mem- 
bers. 

Two  or  three  meetings  were  held  in  August, 
but  as  many  of  the  members  were  engaged  in 
athletics  it  was  difficult  to  get  a  quorum,  and 
it  was  thought  best  to  discontinue  the  meetings 
until  after  the  A.  A.  L.  field  day.  Beyond  an 
election  of  officers  no  business  of  importance 
was  transacted  during  this  time. 

After  the  field  day  interest  revived  and  the 
meetings, since  then  have  been  well  attended. 
Some  very  good  debates  have  been  presented 
and  among  the  new  members  some  very  prom- 
ising material  has  been  brought  out. 

The  demise  of  the  Ecclesia  has  deprived  the 
Forum  of  its  only  rival  in  Berkeley.  Debates 
with  this  body  usually  took  placeabout  Christ- 
mas time,  and  in  order  1o  provide  a  substitute 


for  this  event  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
arrange  for  a  debate  with  some  neighboring 
school.  A  challenge  was  sent  to  the  Alameda 
High  School,  which  was  accepted.  Alameda 
selected  the  following  subject,  which  was  ac- 
cepted by  the  Forum:  "Resolved,  That  the 
immigration  into  the  United  States  of  skilled 
and  unskilled  labor,  which  has  taken  place 
during  the  last  decade,  has  been  productive  of 
more  good  than  evil  to  the  United  States." 
The  Forum,  acting  on  the  advice  of  the  judges 
of  the  three  try-outs  in  which  this  question 
was  used,  selected  the  negative.  The  debate 
will  take  place  on  December  21st,  in  Armory 
Hall,  Alameda. 

Three  try-outs  have  been  held  for  the  pur- 
pose of  selecting  a  team  to  represent  the 
Forum  in  the  debate  with  Alameda  High 
School.  Two  preliminaries  were  held  in  the 
school  building  and  the  final  in  American  Hall. 
In  all  of  these  the  same  question  as  that  to  be 
used  at  Alameda  was  debated  upon.  Owen 
Adams  'ok,  Bert  Chaplin  '02,  and  Percy  Gir- 
vin  '02,  were  selected  from  among  ten  con- 
testants, with  Neil  Munro  '02,  as  substitute. 
All  of  the  try-outs  were  well  attended,  both  by 
members  of  the  school  and  by  outsiders.  The 
debates  were  carefully  prepared  and  well  de- 
livered. The  team  is  being  coached,  by  Mr. 
Atherton  at  the  Commercial  School. 

The  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose 
has  almost  completed  its  arrangements  for  the 
debate.  The  matter  of  the  division  of  expense 
caused  some  delay  but  was  finally  settled  to 
the  satisfaction  of  both  parties.  The  total 
expense  to  be  defrayed  by  the  Forum  will  te

twenty-seven  dollars.  An  assessment  of  fifteen 
cents  apiece  will  cover  this. 

The  officers  for  the  term  ending  November 
26th  were:  President,  Bert  Chaplin;  vice- 
president,  Harold  Piatt;  secretary,  Neil  Munro; 
treasurer,  H.  Lee. 

During  this  administration  twelve  meetings 
were  called,  including  the  try-outs  for  the  Ala- 
meda debate  and  special  meetings.  Debates 
were  held  at  five  of  these.  Twenty-five  names 
were  proposed  of  whom  eighteen  paid  the  ini- 
tiation fee  and  were  sworn  in.  Four  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  was  collected  in  initiation  fees, 
and  one  dollar  and  five  cents  in  fines  making  a 
total  received  of  five  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 
Miscellaneous  expenses  to  date  amount  to  five 
dollars  and  five  cents,  which  together  with  two 
dollars  and  thirty  cents  due,  makes  a  total  in 
the  treasury  of  two  dollars  and  eighty  cents. 
As  no  regular  assessment  is  levied  on  the  mem- 


bers of  the  Forum  this  is  as  credible  a  financial 
showing  as  can  well  be  expected . 

The  debate  with  Oakland  High  School  will 
take  place  during  next  term.  The  committee 
has  been  appointed  to  confer  with  a  committee 
from  tbe  Oakland  High  School  on  the  subject 
of  medals  for  the  winners  of  the  debate.  It  is 
Oakland's  turn  to  select  the  subject  for  de- 
bate, the  Forum  having  the  choice  of  sides. 
This  will  in  all  probability  be  the  last  debate 
which  the  Forum  will  hold  against  the  Oak- 
land High  School  Debating  Society,  as  that 
organization  has  taken  steps  toward  joining 
the  Northern  California  Debating  League,  the 
rules  of  which  organization  are  very  strict  on 
the  subject  of  debates  with  outside  societies. 

Officers  for  the  present  term  are:  President, 
Henry  Miller;  vice-president,  Harry  Sully; 
secretary,  Neil  Munro;  treasurer,  H.  Lee- 
sergeant-at-arms,  Wm.  Warren.

SENIOR  STUDY  PERIOD,  FROM  8:55  TO  9A.  M. 
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In  most  large  High  Schools,  the  tendency 
among  the  students  is  to  show  more  loyalty  for 
their  individual  classes  than  for  the  school  as 
a  whole.  This  is  a  natural  result  of  the  plan, 
common  in  large  towns,  of  bringing  graduates 
from  the  different  lower  grades  together  to  form 
a  High  school.  In  small  towns  the  zeal  with 
whi:h  pupils  enter  into  school  affairs,  such  as 
the  paper  and  contests  with  other  schools,  is 
very  marked  and  often  spoken  of  in  compari- 
son with  many  city  schools.  The  scholars  in 
these  smaller  schools  have  known  each  other 
all  their  lives,  and  in  most  cases  have  gone  to 
the  same  grammar  school.  When  they  enter 
the  High  school  they  still  have  the  feeling  of 
comradeship,  and  they  work  together  and 
almost  always  accomplish  something.  The 
High  schools  in  larger  towns,  as  stated  above, 
are  made  up  of  graduates  from  different  gram- 
mar schools.  They  may  organize  their  class, 
but  there  is  no  friendship  between  them  and 
the  members  of  other  classes  to  make  them 
feel  that  they  are  a  part  of  the  school,  as  a 
whole. 

Another  cause  of  undue  class  loyalty,  local 
to  our  own  school,  is  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
some  to  imitate  the  class  rivalry  so  prominent 
at  the  University.  Rivalry  of  this  kind  is  al- 
ways harmful  to  a  school.  It  lowers  it  in  the 
eyes  of  the  public  and  works  directly  to  de- 
crease the  size  and  influence  of  a  school. 

Several  years  ago  class  rivalry  in  this  school 
became  so  bitter  that  Mr.  Waterman,  whfjwaa 
then  Principal  of  the  school,  saw  that  some- 
thing had  to  be  done  to  stop  it.  He  felt  that 
the  only  way  to  do  this  vvasto  bring  the  classes 
together  into  one  organization  so  that  a  spirit 
of  union  might  be  formed.  He  therefore  pro- 
posed a  plan  of  organization  to  the  school  and, 
with  the  help  of  the  leading  members  of  the 
different  classes,  organized  the  "Associated 
Students  of  Berkeley  High  School." 

The  plan  of  organization  that  was  adopted 
is  still  used  and  is  familiar  to  all  our  readers. 


The  Principal  of  the  school  has  supervision 
over  everything,  and  as  everyone  in  the  school 
attends  the  meetings,  he  finds  it  very  conveni- 
ent to  announce  his  various  official  notices  at 
such  times-. 

Now,  knowing  why  the  Association  was 
formed,  someone  may  ask,  has  it  been  a  bene- 
fit to  the  school  ?  The  results  show  that  it  has 
done  much  good  for  the  school.  First,  the  bit- 
ter feeling  that  existed  between  the  classes  has 
almost  entirely  disappeared.  The  painting  of 
class  colors  in  conspicuous  places  is  becoming  a 
thing;  of  the  past.  The  classes  are  becoming 
united,  and  showing  more  and  more  their  de- 
sire to  make  a  name  for  Berkeley  High  School. 
In  this  way  alone,  the  Association  has  been  of 
great  benefit  to  the  school.  But  there  are 
other  importani  results.  At  the  meetings  it  is 
customary  to  call  upon  prominent  students, 
interested  in  athletfcs,  to  make  comments  on 
the  condition  of  the  different  athletic  teams 
and  their  prospects  of  winning.  In  this  way 
interest  is  created  in  this  important  branch  of 
school  life.  Boys  who  do  not  attend  the  ath- 
letic meetings  and  girls,  who  cannot,  are  given 
an  idea  of  what  is  being  done  and  find  out  that 
they  can  help  the  school  to  win  just  as  much 
by  coming  to  contests  and  showing  their  enthu- 
siasm, as  by  taking  active  part  in  the  contest. 
Debating  and  the  school  paper  are  also  spoken 
of  at  the  meetings,  and  many  of  the  students 
become  interested  in  these  things  that  other- 
wise would  not  cafe  anything  about  them. 

But  we  should  not  rest  with  this.  There 
are  many  things  that  can  be  done  yet  to  bind 
the  school  still  closer.  On  the  22nd  of  Febru- 
ruary  next,  it  is  proposed  to  let  the  Association 
take  part  in  the  ceremonies  at  the  laying  of  the 
cornerstone  of  the  new  High  School  building. 
This  will  open  a  new  era  in  the  life  of  Berkeley 
High  School.  Let  us  show  our  good  will  to  our 
successors  by  making  our  part  in  the  cere- 
monies something  to  be  proud  of.  Nor  let  us 
stop  here.  Let  our  donation  to  the  library  of 
the  new  High  School  be  something  to  remem- 
ber. Let  it  exceed  all  others.  Then  it  may 
be  said  with  truth  that  the  Associated  Stu- 
dents of  the  Berkeley  High  School  is  filling  the 
place  intended  by  its  founder.

Zhc  IHew  WiQh  School. 


At  last  Berkeley  is  to  have  a  new  High 
School  building.  After  many  years  of  crowded 
quarters  in  the  Kellogg  School  and  several 
defeated  bond  elections,  the  town  has  at  last 
voted  bonds  to  the  sum  of  $55,000  to  build  a 
new  High  School  and  has  also  allowed  $15,000 
for  its  equipment.  A  suitable  site  has  been 
purchased  on  Grove  street  between  Allston 
way  and  Kittredge  street. 

The  plans  submitted  by  Architect  Stone  of 
San  Francisco  have  been  adopted  by  the  Board 
and  the  contracts  for  building  will  be  let  before 
the  end  of  the  month.  It  is  expected  that 
work  will  be  commenced  by  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary, and  February  22d  has  been  set  as  the  date 
of  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  by  the 
Associated  Students. 

The  adopted  plans  provide  for  a  two-story 
building  of  brick  and  stone  with  a  slate  roof. 
It  includes  sixteen  class-rooms,  besides  offices 
and  the  auditorium  or  Assembly  Hall.  This 


last  will  be  on  the  second  floor  and  will  measure 
forty  by  sixty  feet.  It  wifl  have  an  inclined 
floor  with  stationary  seats  and  a  gallery  on 
each  side.  The  stage  will  be  as  large  as  that 
of  Shattuck  Hall  and  the  whole  hall  will  seat 
six  hundred  people. 

On  the  first  floor  will  be  a  few  class  rooms 
with  the  offices  of  the  principal  and  OLLA 
PODRIDA  and  the  teachers'  rooms. 

There  will  be  a  large  gymnasium  with 
showers  in  the  basement.  This  will  also  con- 
tain the  heating  apparatus. 

Behind  the  main  building,  entirely  separated 
from  it,  will  be  another  smaller  building,  also 
of  brick  and  stone,  which  will  contain  the 
physics  and  chemistry  laboratories  and  lecture 
room.    This  will  be  lit  by  sky-lights. 

It  is  expected  that  the  buildings  will  be  ready 
by  next  August  so  that  this  will  be  the  last 
year  in  the  present  quarters,  and  the  present 
senior  class  the  last  to  graduate  from  them.

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Not  least  among  the  many  benefits  to  he 
derived  from  the  building  of  the  new  High 
School  is  that  occasioned  by  the  awakening  of 
the  Alumni  Association  to  its  true  position 
among  the  High  School  organizations. 

During  the  few  years  of  its  existence  the 
Society  has  accomplished  but  little.  It  has 
held  an  annual  meeting,  and  up  to  last  year 
has  always  given  a  dance  in  honor  of  the 
Senior  class  a  few  months  before  its  gradua- 
tion. This  annual  event  served  to  keep  the 
graduates  in  touch  with  the  members  of  the 
school,  but  so  iittle  interest  was  taken  last 
year  that  even  the  dance  had  to  be  given  up. 

Now,  however,  a  new  era  has  dawned  for 
the  Association  and  it  has  undertaken  the  work 
of  furnishing  the  new  High  School  with  some- 
thing essential  to  every  well-equipped  school — 
a  reference  library.  The  need  of  a  department 
of  this  kind  has  long  been  felt  in  the  B.  H.  S., 
and  it  was  through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Water- 
man that  the  present  work  was  started.  A 
meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  about  two 
weeks  ago  at  which  over  one  hundred  mem- 
bers were  present.  It  was  probably  the  larg- 
est and  most  enthusiastic  meeting  of  the 
Alumni  that  has  ever  taken  place,  and  it  cer- 


tainly accomplished  more  than  has  ever  been 
accomplished  at  a  meeting  before. 

A  complete  plan  of  action  was  decided  upon 
and  committees  were  appointed  to  carry  out 
the  plan.  Two  farces  will  be  given,  one  on 
the  evening  of  February  22,  the  day  upon 
which  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  High  School 
will  be  laid,  and  the  other  on  the  following 
evening,  at  which  times  the  people  of  the 
town  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  show 
their  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  school.  Each 
farce  will  be  in  charge  of  a  separate  committee 
and  the  casts  for  the  two  evenings  will  be  en- 
tirely different.  The  players  have  been  chosen 
with  the  utmost  care  and  only  those  who  have 
had  experience  have  been  selected,  so  that 
first-class  performances  are  assured.  Music 
for  the  evenings  will  be  furnished  by  profes- 
sional talent  and  it  is  expected  that  Prof.  New- 
ton, with  his  inimitable  impersonations,  will 
add  greatly  to  the  pleasure  of  the  entertain- 
ments. 

The  proceedings  of  these  evenings  will  be 
used  as  a  nucleus  for  the  Alumni  Library  fund, 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  every  student  and  alum- 
nus of  the  High  School,  as  well  as  of  every 
citizen  of  Berkeley,  to  turn  out  and  encourage 
the  Alumni  in  their  praiseworthy  undertaking.

For  the  past  five  months  we  have  been  re- 
ceiving papers  from  schools  in  every  part  of 
the  United  States.  What  good  has  it  done  you? 
some  one  asks.  It  has  done  us  a  great  deal  of 
good,  and  in  more  ways  than  one. 

It  has  brought  us  in  contact  with  dozens  of 
wideawake  and  energetic  schools;  it  has  given 
us  new  ideas  for  every  department;  it  has 
showed  us  our  position  in  the  world  of  school 
journalism;  it  has  brought  out  our  good  points 
as  well  as  our  failings;  it  has  showed  us  that 
the  schools  of  our  State  can  equal  and  often 
surpass  those  of  the  Eastern  States  in  the  high 
literary  standard  maintained  by  their  papers; 
it  is  to  be  hoped  it  has  taught  us  the  necessity 
of  standing  by  one's  school  paper,  with  sym- 
pathy and  hearty  support. 

All  the  papers  have  not  been  good.  Some 
are  but  examples  of  what  a  school  paper  may 
degenerate  into.  Others  have  been  an  incentive 
to  put  forth  greater  effort.  And  it  is  the  ex- 
change column  after  all  that  interests  us  most 
in  those  papers,  for  that  is  our  only  medium  of 
communication. 


Every  two  weeks  we  send  out  our  High 
School  paper  to  schools  all  over  the  Union,  and 
they  judge  our  school  as  we  judge  theirs,  by 
the  paper  it  issues.  Therefore,  in  so  far  as  we 
fail  to  support  our  paper  by  hearty  sympathy 
and  faithful  contributions,  just  so  much  do  we 
injure  the  reputation  of  our  school.  When  we 
send  out  this  paper,  which  stands  for  an  honest 
effort  on  the  part  of  a  good  many  boys  and 
girls,  it  is  most  discouraging  to  find  some  trivial 
quibble  about  the  size  of  the  sheet  or  color  of 
the  cover. 

It  is  the  paper  with  a  thoughtful,  well-writ- 
ten exchange  column  that  we  care  to  receive — 
not  a  column  of  hasty  comments,  brief,  insin- 
cere praise  or  superficial  criticism,  jumbled 
together  and  surmounted  by  a  colossal  list  of 
"Our  Exchanges,"  but  a  column  in  which  a 
few  papers,  having  been  carefully  and  charita- 
bly considered,  are  discused  by  the  editor.  It 
is  from  such  a  column  that  we  gain  help  and 
encouragement.  The  paper  that  contains  it  is 
always  welcome.
